The future of the State Hail In­ 
surance Department, which this year 
sustained greater losses than it can 
pay in full under the maximum in­ 
surance tax perm itted by the legis­ 
lature, is 
being 
discussed 
among 
state officials and others. 
W hether 
the decrease of more than 30 percent 
in the acreage insured in the last 
two years will be followed by an ad­ 
ditional 
decrease' in 
the 
insured 
.acreage next year, with a conseiiuent 
insufficiency in the maximum -rate 
should losses be heavy, is a m atter 
I of serious concern not only to offi- 
cials^of She SUte Hail Insurance de­ 
partm ent bu* to other officials in­ 
terested in the subject. 
The statem ent of Governor Nestos, 
in declining to call a special session 
of the legislature to change a law 
which that body enacted and sugges­ 
tion that if, the law is ta be changed 
it can be expeditiously changed ' by 
use of the initiative in the March, 
1924, primary election, finds accord 
in th e'state department. M artin H a­ 
gen, manager of the department, said 
today that the departm ent is i^ot in 
favor of an extra session of the leg­ 
islature. It is possible, he said, that 
if the m atter of insufficiency of the 
maximum tax is brought before the 
people by the initiative, two or three 
other amendments may be proposed. 
There is lack of agreem ent among 
officials as to the 
cause for 
the 
heavy decrease in the insured acre­ 
age. 
Commissioner of Insurance S. 
A. Olsness ascribes it solely to a de- 
pressi«n in the farm ing business. 
Cause of Decrease 
One difference between the state 
hail insurance law workings and that 
>of old line hail companies, according 
to one representative ef the latter, 
is th at the state departm ent insures 
anybody while the old line companies 
lim it insurance, some insuring but 
one quarter out of 'h section of land. 
Thi^ 
method is used by 'ol9 .line 
companies to diversify the risk and 
avoid 
danger of 
unusually 
heavy 
losses from a 
storm which 
would 
completely wipe out' one area. 
Many farm ers, it is said by some 
officials, 
are 
willing 
to 
“take a 
chance” and save the expense of hail 
insurance by withdrawing from the 
state fund; others do not desire to 
bind themselves to insurance until 
they ascertain w hether or not they 
will have ^ a crop. 
Some areas are 
supposed to be particularly liable to 
hail and others 
free 
from it, and 
farm ers in the form er desire insur­ 
ance while in the latter areas they 
wish to drop it. This natural devel­ 
opment, 
according to one i official, 
will lead tb a steady decrease in the 
hail . insurance acreage so . long as 
the same rate applies to every sec­ 
tion of the state, and in the end will 
result in only those areas particu­ 
larly liable to hail being 
insured, 
which would force a very high in­ 
surance rate. 
A nothet spokesman suggested that 
as diversification in crops increased, 
and vast acreage of 
grain 
passes, 
the natural result will be a'- diminu­ 
tion in the amount of hail-insurdnce. 
Commissioner of Insurance S. A. 
Olsness favors removing the limit 
of 50 cents an acre on |7.00 an acre 
insurance, which the legislature plac­ 
ed, providing a t the same time that 
if this tax was not sufficient to pay 
all losses in full, th e losses should 
be prorated. 
Mr. Olsness says the 60-eent max­ 
imum was not placed in the - law by 
the legislators to prevent the insur­ 
ance from becoming burdensome. 
“1 was present at all the caucuses 
and committee meetings dealing with 
th e' discussing and fram ing of the 
criginal hail law, but I neveT heard 
th a t argum ent advanced,” he said.

“If we could 
prevent 
insurance 
from becoming burdensome by sim­ 
ply setting our own lim it as to the 
premium rate we w ant to 
pay it 
m ight have been placed a t a still 
b ^ te r figure than 60 cents. 
The 
only reason ever presented Was this, 
advance by the attorney who assist­ 
ed in drafting the law, th at unless 
some lim it was prescribed, the law 
might be unconstitutional. The lim­ 
it was then set a t 60 cents, which 
was asssumed to be safe. I stood out

tim e, as 1 conld not see why there 
should be any distinction in this re­ 
spect between a state hail insurance 
m utual and any other prfarate or co­

Attorney-General Says Legis­ 
lature Specifically Provides 
,ir! For Its Use 


The surplus of the State Hail In­ 
surance Fund cannot be used to de­ 
fray losses in 
any one 
particular 
year, but is revolving fund used to 
pay losses in advano* of the levy of 
the hail 
insurance tax, 
Attorney- 
General George F. Shafer said today 
in an opinion to the State Hail In­ 
surance Department. 
. 
The question had been raised as to 
whether the law could be interpreted 
to perm it surplus accruing prior to 
July 1, 1923, from interest and pen­ 
alty on taxes, cover-collections and 
sim ilar means, to be used in paying 
this year's losses, the maximum tax 
this 
year not 
being 
sufficient to 
meet lo.ises. 
/ 
Mr. Shafer, quoting the law, said 
th at the legislature provided th at all 
unexpended balances existing in the 
hail insurance fund from whatever 
sources derived must be converted 
into the surplus fund, until the fund 
has reached $4,000,000, >nd if 
the 
surplus fund should exceed $6,000,­ 
000 the excess levy should, be turned 
back to the department' to pay losses 
the next year. 
The present surplus 
of the department is placed at $2,­ 
900,000, of which $900,000 was from 
interest and penalty and over-collec­ 
tion of takes prior to last July 1. 
“Accordingly, in clear and unmis­ 
takable language, both the legisla­ 
ture in 1921 qnd 1923 provided that 
the total losses occurring in any one 
year must be paid only out of the 
funds available from the indemnity 
acreage tax levied for th a t year, and 
th at in case 
such 
indemnity 
tax 
shall be 
insufficient tq 
pay 
such 
losses m ust be pro-rated,” said the 
opinion of Mr. Shafek. 
Use of any part of the $2,900,000 
surplus to pay losses in 1928 would 
be an unlawful 
diversion of 
the 
fund, Mr. Shafer holds.

Dr. E«, P. Quain returned t^ a y 
from Detroit, Mich., where he went 
as a deiegafe to the national 'eon- 
vcntion of the Reserve Ofllcers' as­ 
sociation.

‘ The;e were a number 'of pWm- 
inent speakejs, including a r^ ru - 
seatative ’trom General 
Pershing's 
stulT, and also tlic A ssistant Bscre- 
taiy of W ar,” said Ur. Quain. "These 
men gave spcc.al emphasis to the 
new 
plan of defense, 
inaugurated 
since Che Iste war. In this plan one 
of the most im portant functions of 
the regular army is to give instruc­ 
tion in peace time to civilians who 
signify their willingness to serve 
their country in time of war. 
Of 
great and ~ stirring 
interest were 
talks by some prom inent Americans 
who had.traveled abroard and learn­ 
ed how all tfie leading natione are 
profiting by the lessons of the late 
war and are building up their mili­ 
tary defen.ses accordingly. 
So, for 
instance, in Europe the m anufactur­ 
ers of a'rships receive large eub- 
sidies from t’.ieir govarnmanta, some 
up to fifty per cent of the cost ot 
manufacture, for the purposes ol 
developing 
air 
fleets fo r m ilitary 
uses. 
9Sr attention was called to 
our government neglect of all such 
preparations because the Xmeilcan 
public does not seem to realise the 
necess ty 
for 
providing 
aufllclent 
funds to carry out any pesca, time 
plan of national defense. 
As ahown 
by recent events, the people of the 
United Stales are ready to pour out 
billions for m ilitary purpoaos after 
a war has become unavoidable and 
are willing to be tu e d enorm otM ir 
and continuously to pay fo r the past 
wars, but cannot see the economy 
of spending a few millions in prepar­ 
ations for defense before w ar is up­ 
on us. 
The regular arm y itself is 
becoming so small th at it has not 
personnel enough to give proper in­ 
struction even to those who volun­ 
teer for training. 
“Well meaning but misled people 
are to blame for this state aifaira, 
which plays 
so 
directly 
into the 
hands of all potential and envious 
enemies of our country. 
Our hopo 
lies in the feet th at there are about 
200,000 ^nrPTfÓSúéd Americans who 
have volunteered for service in state 
militia and various reserve corps and 
who, largely a t the expense of th eir 
own time and money, are receiving 
tra'ining in the arts of national de­ 
fense. 
"It seems 'tiuf reasonable to hope 
th at a sense of business economy 
soon will compel the whole nation to 
demand a more sensible and liberal 
policy for out protection. AM argu­ 
ments to the controry notwithstand­ 
ing, the surest way to live in peace 
is to be prepared th at no one will 
dare to attack us in war. 
This 
method is also the most economical.” 
Dr. Quain, who is president of the 
North Dakota Reserve Officers asso­ 
ciation and hold 'the ranks of colonel 
in the Meuicdl Reserve Corps, said 
that the state association, .organised 
a short time ago; has not as yet the 
membersh'lp desired but from the 
enthusiasm displayed he feels cer­ 
tain th at within a short time it will 
have a one hundred per cent mem­ 
bership.

Welsh songs as the form er premier 
ate breakfast snd continued to sing 
as he left his car. 
The official welcome took place on

hall 
plaza 
where 
Mayor J. 
Hampton Moore gave him the free­ 
dom of the city.' 
At Independence 
Hall, to 
which 
the British statesman and his p>irty, 
was driven through crowded lanes 
of people waving Britieh and Ameri­ 
can flags, Mr. Lloyd George was in­ 
vited to sit in the chair ocenpied by 
J«ha Hancock when he presided over 
the^meeting at which the declaratisn 
of independence was signed “and al­ 
so occupied by George W ashington 
when he presided over the Constitn- 
tional Convention.

Lloyd George took the chair for 
a long time and turning to the as­ 
semblage in the 
declaration 
room 
said: 
"It is indeed a high honor which 
you ate conferring on me by giving 
me the distinction of sitting in the 
chair occupied by one of the great 
men of the world during one of the 
g reat occasions which had a 
pro­ 
found effect 
on my 
country 
and 
which altered the whole course of 
hfiman history.”

reer was finished and retained his

of Commons, 
where he since has made two or 
three appearances. 
Ten days «So Mr. Bonar Law re­ 
turned from Brighton after a so­ 
journ 
of seven weeks. 
His 
phy­ 
sicians issued a statem ent to the ef­ 
fect that he contracted a severe chill 
but the public did not suspect that 
the end was so near until they re/id 
in this morning's newspaper that he 
had developed septic pneumonia and 
a condition that ¿ave rise to consid- 
(rable anxiety, but soon after ex­ 
tras appeared giving the news of bis 
,death. 
SONS KILLED IN WAKk 
The ex-premler g daughter und his 
two 
surviving sons, Anthony and 
Richard, were at the bedside , when 
death came. 
Two of his sons w^re 
killed in the world war, a sorrow 
from which Mr. Bonar Law never 
recovered.

A NEW ASPECT ON WHEAT 
- 
It has not bc'jn expcctctl by lho.se who have urged divorsi- 
iicatioii of faini crops iiv North Dakota only after a careful 
Plfudy of the situation, that the time would come in the near 
fqj-ure when Noilh Dakota would cease to raise wheat. 
Wheiit still is raised to some extent in the most diversified 
section.^ of the lowtr mildle we.sl. 
In thoa& sectioiLS the 
yields on ground u.sed for nearly a century often exceeds 
(he yields per acre in North Dakota. 
The yield ha.s been I 
iricrea.sed through artificial means, careful selection and 
methods cf seeding. 
North Dakota’s spring wheat has enjoyed wide fame. 
What perhaps will come in the future is that North Dakota 
farmers, diversifying, will still plant a goodly acreage of 
wheat hut will endeavor to increase both the quality and 
yield per acre through various means. 
In this connection 
J, G. Lykken, supervising engineer of the North Dakota 
State Mill and Elevator, emphasizes this view. 
Mr. Lykken points out that hard spring wheat in the 
United States is limited chiefly to North Dakota and parts of 
Montana. Southern, softgr wheats contain from less than 8 
to 11 per cent gluten. Northern spring wheat has a gluten 
content from 11 to 17 per cent. Gluten is, he says, an elastic, 
gum-like substance which imparts to the bread dough its 
raising qualitie.-i. Therefore, wheat with a high gluten con­ 
tent Is sought by millers, and a premium often is paid for it. 
On the other hand, the production of Durum—commonly 
called Durum wheat — has increased in North Dakota. 
Dwmm’ Mr. Lykken points out, is not wheat in any sense of 
thlFft'ord. It is not used for making floQr, nor is it mixed 
i^ttad-m akiiig flour. It is ground into a granular material 
Semolina used in the manufacture of spaghetti, macar­ 
oni, noodles and similar products. Bran and feed products 
made from Durum are sold at a discount. 
il)Iorth Dakota in 1922 produced 40,000,000 bushels of 
Durum. This amount, Mr. Lykken asserts. Is three-fourths 
.yxpre than is consumed in the entire United States in one 
yéim With such an over-production it is n&tural that the 
Durum price should greatly decrease. 
One of the chief reasons for raising Durum, of course, is 
the fact that the ravages of rust are declared to be avoided. 
North Dakota has a real problem in the choice of growing 
of hard spring wheat and Durum. It will be foolish to pro­ 
duce more Durum than is consumed in the various products 
made from it. Unless the market for such products can be 
developed, Durum production patently should be restricted. 
.But if North Dakota can raise the finest spring wheat, 
wheat which will command a premium, surely the problem 
is not so much one of over-production as it is of raising a 
goodly yield, freeing it from the deadly peril of rust and 
endeavoring to raise the quality.
